TOWN COUNCIL 


The Council meeting on Tuesday 
night was a short one and busy one. 
There was barely a quorum present, 
and only a few matters were left for 
a fuller meeting. 

It was agreed that the Provincial 
agent would be asked to put a “stop” 
sign at the North approach to the 
crossroads at Keeling’s Corner, as it 
was felt that this was the only corner 
not so marked. 

Plans were laid for arranging a 
group to organize facilities for a com- 
plete poll at the forthcoming plebis- 
cite. A meeting was called for Thur- 
sday night, in order to get plans form- 
ulated. 

Report was made of a group of lots 
which were offerered the M. D. Bow 
Valley. No decision has as yet been 
reached by this group. 

Two acres of land at the junction of 
the railway tracks and the north road 
were rented to P. Wright, to be fenced 
by him, and subject to sale, but the 
fence to remain his. 

An application was made for the cut- 
ting of all hayland in town, on the un: 
dertaking to cut all weeds on boule- 
vards and vacant lots. This was re- 
ferred to a later meeting, as there were 
other applications for hayland, and it 
will not retard operations in any case. 

Announcement was made of an a- 
greement made with M.S. Hirtle where- 
by he will operate the well at the rear 
of the Harmer property, and collect 
fifty cents a month from users for any 
operation expenses and maintenance, 
and return any surplus to the Town. 

Sale of one or two lots of sidewalk 
wood was referred to the Town Prop- 
erty committee. 

Councillors were asked to check on 
warious blocks of sidewalk in town and 
be ready to discuss at the next meet: 
ing which ones need most to be re- 
Paired. 

One consolidation agreement was 
ratified and will go into effect on com- 
pletion of the requirements. 

Applications were received from 19 
towspeole asking for garden lots and in 
each case, these were granted. 

The financial statement for the Past 
month was read, and compared to the 
report of the previous year, showed the 
town to be in very good Position. 

Bylaw No. 219, appointing L. M. Kat- 
terhagen, of Rockyford auditor for the 
present year, was passed. This had 
come up before, butdue to a clerical 
omission, was referred to this meeting. 

A request was received from the pro- 
vince for a letter endorsing the appli- 
cation of a local business for a lic- 
ense. The request was agreed to, and 
the firm will be notified, also. 

Suggestion was made that the snow- 
fence at the end of Third street be tak- 
en u pand stored, as it is now leaning 
over, and subject to damage.

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@ About New Potatoes— 

In some of the city stores, new im- 


ported potatoes are on sale at fancy 
prices, After the end of April, the 
Wartime Prices and Trade foard’s 


ceiling on new potatoes comes into ef- 
fect. From May Ist onwards, prices 
for new potatoes, whether home-growi 
or imported, must not exceed jive 
cents per pound. 

@ Horsehair For Brushes— 

If you use last year’s brush on this 
spring's painting job, ten chances to 
one it is made of Chungking pig bris- 
tles, that were packed down the Burt.a 
road on the head of a Chinese coolie. 
This year’s brushes will be mixed ab- 
out fifty-fifty with hair from the tails 
of Canadian horses. Mr L. S. Hewes, 
Director of Brushes for the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, says that 
hair from the tails of prairie farm hor- 
ses makes the best brushes. Combings 
from the tails of live horses mak~s 
better bristles than hair from the ta sa 
of dead horses. About 400,000 pounds 
of horsehair will be wanted this year 
for the brush industry, 

@ Monday, May 4th, Arbor Day— 

An order in council signed this week 
has proclaimed Monday, May 4 as Ar- 
bor Day in Alberta. Arbor Day is not 
a compulsory holiday and schools will 
remain open, with students devoting 
much of their time to tree planting 
and other special exercises pertaining 
to the occasion. Banks will be closed 
on that day. 

@ License Reduction— 

There is a marked decrease in the 
number of automobile licenses issued 
in Alberta up to April 11, it was atat- 
ed by licensing officials. The total at 
that time was 55,000, compared with 
the total of 96,000 taken out during the 
whole of the previous licensing year. 
It was believed that the advent of 
spring weather may speed up applica- 
tions. Drivers’ licenses issued totalled 
76,000, compared with 150,000 for the 
whole of 1941.

One hears that 
said sometimes of Canadian farmers, 
but while there may be some doubt in 
Canada, there is none in Bugland and 
Scotland. 

Betore the war, more taan half the 


food consimed in Britain was import- 
ed either trom Denmark and _ other 
European countries, or from Canada 
and other pisces across the oceans. 
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AGRICULTURE CARRIED ON IN WARTIME BRITAIN 


Not only that, but some of the fodder 
for animals was imported and a large 
part of the chicken and hog feed. 

The people of Britain must eat. All 
imports from Europe have been cut 
off, except occasional shipments of 
oranges from Spain and Portugal. All 
imported food must be brought from 
Canada or farther away. That costs 
money and lives. Shipping space is 
precious. It cannot be used for animal 
foods or bulky articles such as pack- 
aged breakfast cereals. And every ton 
of extra food that can be produced in 
Britain is desperately needed. Cost has 
become a secondary consideration. 


Farmers Told What To Raise— 

A few months before the war actual- 
ly started ,a bonus of some $8.00 an ac- 
re was offered to farmers for every 
acre of new land brought under culti- 
vation. 

A Canadian ,travelling in England 
for the first time, gets the idea that 
every acre of land is in use. There are 
no unsightly fence-corners. For that 
matter, there are few fences. Evidently 
wood and fencing materials are scarce 
and so hedges are used. Most fields

are smaller than in this country and 
the farms ail look neat and tidy. But 
evidently, there was much waste land, 
not only on large estates but on smail 
farms. Swampy pieces have been 
drained; meadows that were in grass 
for hundreds of years have been turned 
over by the plow and actually millions 
of acres of extra land are cultivated. 

What the farmer grows on his land 
in wartime is not left to his judgment. 
Ewery country has its War Agricultur- 
al Committee, and these, in turn, ap- 
point committees in all districts. These 
committees are not made up of polit- 
icians, but of working farmers, land 
owners and farm workers. The agricul- 
tural colleges have been closed, and 
professors and other experts serve as 
full-time advisers on these committees. 

Every farmer is interviewed every 
year or oftener. He is told what he 
must grow. The committee may even 
go so far as to give him a plan of his 
fields, telling him what to plant in 
each field. 

That sounds drastic, and is drastic. 
Actually, in practice, the system is 
largely voluntary, because nearly all 
farmers are willing and anxious to co- 
operate as a patriotic duty. They pride 
themselves that they still live in a de- 
mocratic country and because their 
own neighbors are on the committees, 
the pian works largely as a voluntary 
co-operation. But to an outsider it 
looks rather different. If a farmer will 
not co-operate, the committee has pow- 
er to force him to do so. If he is en- 
tirely incompetent to produce more, he 
may be taken from his farm. A few 
rugged individuals have even gone to 
jail. 


Essential Foods Come First— 

If the British farmer does not 
duce more, many people will go hun- 
gry and some may starve. Therefore, 
the committees concentrate on the pro- 
duction of those foods which will go 
farthest toward feeding as many as 
possible, and the ytry to cut out waste 
of all kinds. Wheat and potato produc- 


tion seems to have soared. Oats are 
largely grown and alfalfa seemed to 
me to be a favorite crop. The growing 
season last year was excellent, with a 
damp summer and a long, sunny aut- 
umn. The second crop of hay alfalfa 
was excellent. 

I saw strange objects in many of the 
fields, which I took to be stacks of hay 
or grain wound around with what 
looked like tar paper and netting. I 
learned that they were temporary 
silos, Emphasis is being put on ensil- 
age as the best method of producing 
the most feed. 

There are other makeshifts. A pro- 
cess has been discovered for making 
a pulpy feed out of straw on farms 
with sufficient water supply. Straw or 
chaff is cut up, soaked in caustic soda 
solution and then washed for a _ long 
time in running water. It takes the 
place of turnips. School children are 
paid to gather acorns to feed to the 
pigs. 

Quality of Farm Stock Improved— 

Live stock is controlled by the com- 
mittees as thoroughly as field crops. 
For instance, an attempt has _ been 
made to weed out inferior cows, les- 
sening the number, while keeping up 
the milk supply. Sheep are also con- 
sidered essential. Hogs have been re- 
duced drastically in numbers, They us- 
ed much imported feed. So did the 
chickens, Besides, it doesn’t take so 
long to build up their numbers again. 
As a result, pork and eggs are very 
scarce, All owners of poultry flocks 
with more than 50 birds must sell 
their eggs to the Government, They get

PLANT A GARDEN 


Cultivation a Major Factor, 


Usually all the difference between 
a fine, thriving garden that one likes 


to show off to the neighbors and the 
kind a man slinks away from to play 
golf, is one or two thorough cultiva- 
tions. Before the garden is planted it 
should be spaded or plowed thorough- 
ly, then just as the seeds or plants go 
in it should be cultivated or raked 
fine. When the first plants are coming 
through, old gardeners advise another 
thorough cultivation, and a couple 
more at ten days’ intervals later on. 

This may sound like a lot of work 
but it is surprising how easy it is if 
carried out early and regularly. The 
weeds never get a chance to grow and 
the soil to bake. On the other hand, 
even in dry weather most vegetables 
will come right along, if the soil about 
them is kept fine and crumbly. This 
work will be much easier if one has 
the proper tools, a fairly big, hand- 
drawn cultivator for small vegetable 
gardens, a wheel hoe or even small 
tractor for the larger ones.

FLAX SEED STILL 
ON FARMS 


Producers of flaxseed who still have 
old crop flax over and above 1942 seed 
requirements should be advised that 
the new and higher price of $2.25 per 
bushel that becomes effective on Aug- 
ust 1, 1942, applies only to “flaxseed 
grown in 1942.” This is made very 
clear and definite in Order in Council 
P. C. 1800. The Canadian Wheat Board 
will be the only buyer of flaxseed in 
the new crop year and has no power 
to buy any flaxseed except that of the 
1942 crop. 

There is no object in holding such 
flaxseed for a higher price after July 
$1, 1942, and producers should sell 

their extra stocks for seed to their 
neighbors or to a dealer authorized by 
the Board or deliver to a country ele- 
‘ator. 

Every farmer who assists in the dis- 
tribution of flaxseed by selling extra 
flaxseed to his neighbors is definitely 
assisting the Government in an im- 
portant war objective, Every bushel of 
flaxseed grown in 1942 will be need- 
ed and the co-operation of farmers to 
this end is requested.

PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT 


EVERY CANADIAN CITIZEN IS HEREBY ADVISED: 


(1) THAT a Proclamation of the Governor in Council dated the 9th 
day of March, 1942, ordered a plebiscite to be taken in every 
electoral district in Canada on the question set out in the ballot 
papers to be used thereat in the following words and form: 


Vote by making a cross, thus X, after the word ‘Yes’ or 
after the word ‘No’. 


Are you in favour 
of releasing the gov- 
ernment from any 
obligation arising 
out of any past com- 
mitments _restrict- 
ing the methods of 
raising men for mili- 
tary service? 


(2) THAT the date fixed as polling day for the said plebiscite is 
Monday, the 27th day of April, 1942. 


(3) THAT polls will be open in each polling division from 8 o’clock 
a.m. until 8 o’clock p.m. (daylight saving time). 


(4) THAT new lists of voters have been specially prepared for the 
said plebiscite. 


(5) THAT the said lists are what may be termed “open lists’? which 
means that, in either urban or rural polling divisions, any qualified 
voter whose name has been omitted from same may vote on polling 
day in his polling division upon taking the required oath and upon 
being vouched for on oath by a voter whose name appears on the 
list of voters for such polling division. 


THAT National Registration Certificates are required to be pro- 
duced by qualified urban voters whose names have been omitted 
from the lists of voters, and by those voters only, before being 
allowed to vote. 


THAT advance polls will be opened in the same localities and on 
the same conditions as at the last General Election. 


THAT, as a general rule, every person who has ordinarily resided 
in Canada during the last twelve months is entitled to vote at 
the said plebiscite if he is twenty-one years of age and a British 
subject. 


(9) THAT voters will be entitled to vote in the polling division in 
which they were ordinarily residing on the 30th day of March last. 


(10) THAT urban voters have been advised of the location of their 
polling stations on the notices left at their dwelling places by the 
enumerators. 


(11) THAT rural voters have been notified in the Notice to Voters 
posted up in the post offices, and should have been verbally advised 
by the rural enumerators of the location of their polling stations. 


(12) THAT, generally, polling stations for the said plebiscite will be 
established at or near the same premises as at the last General 
Election. 


(18) THAT arrangements are being made to collect the results of the 
plebiscite on the evening of polling day as is done at a General 
Election. 


(14) THAT every Canadian on active service or in training in any of 
His Majesty’s forces or corps, within or without Canada, is entitled 
to vote at the plebiscite in advance of polling day by virtue of a 
special procedure provided.

| First, shade of some sort should be 


provided in all pastures to help pre- 
vent sunscalding of the pigs as much 
as possible. Second, market hogs on 
pasture should be given a full grain 
ration to enable them to make rapid 
growth and produce a desirable car- 
cass. Pigs will not grow and develop 
on pasture alone as do cattle, sheep, 
or horses. 


Mature sows can be carried through 


the summer on good pasture alone un- 
til about the last month before far- 
rowing, when it may be necessary to 
feed grain to maintain condition. Of 
course grain should be fed whenever 
it becomes evident that the sows are 
not keeping up in _ condition. For 
young gilts and boars, more grain 
will be required than for mature an- 
{mals to provide for body develop- 
ment.
